WILMINGTON After 15 
months of duty in Iraq, 
Wilmington’s Adrienne 
(Huynh) Williams and her hus- 
band Frederick —_ Williams 
thankfully arrived home safely 
the end of February. Medics 
for the U.S. National Guard, the 
couple, both 23, were married in 
November 2003, just a few 
weeks before they had to ship 
out for Iraq. Though happy to 
be home, they will be leaving 
again next week for a much 
more pleasant destination - the 
Bahamas for a long-delayed 
honeymoon. 

For most of us, images of the 
M.A.S.H, television show may 
be as close as we will ever get 
to witnessing the circum- 
stances that medics face in a 


war zone. Yet for Adrienne and 
Frederick Williams, caring for 
soldiers on the frontline was 
nothing less than life altering. 

Adrienne thought she would 
work in the relatively safe med- 
ical clinic camps. Instead she 
traveled the streets of Baghdad 
for nine months in 2004 with sol- 
diers who were searching for 
weapons of mass destruction. 

"It was very scary because I 
thought, I’m here with these 
soldiers because they might get 
wounded, or even killed, by a 
bomb," Adrienne said. 

After a while though, 
Adrienne, who is a nursing stu- 
dent at UMass Lowell, became 
acclimated to the mission and 
helped her assigned team of 
soldiers secure areas. On one 
occasion they took a wrong turn 
and two roadside bombs went 


off. One of the gunners was 
struck in the shoulder and ear 
by shrapnel. Adrienne had to 
work fast 

"It actually turned out to be a 
great learning experience for 
me and confirmed my decision 
to become a nurse and care for 
people," Adrienne said. 

Frederick had a different, yet 
equally terrifying, assignment. 
He traveled on a convoy 
between Kuwait and Iraq and 
worked as a gunner and driver. 
En route, his team missed 
exploding bombs by minutes; 
images and sounds that he has- 
n't yet forgotten 

"Every time a door slams, I 
jump," Frederick said. "But 
every day that I’m home, I am 
getting better."

Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service. 

Personal crises can happen to 
anyone, regardless of income. 
To provide therapy services to 
all who need it, the nonprofit 
agency offers Wilmington resi- 
dents a sliding scale fee, from 
$15 to $85 per hour, based on 
income. Sessions are 50 min- 
utes and could last 6 tol0 weeks 
or longer, if needed. For those 
with insurance, the agency 
accepts major health insurance 

ans. 

To help children build self 
esteem and adults manage 
stress, the Wilmington 
Counseling Service offers work- 
shops throughout the year. In 
fact, beginning March 17th, the 
agency is offering a 10-week 
Anger Management Workshop 
for adults. 

According to Dr. Golub, today 
there is much less of a stigma 
attached to reaching out for 
professional help than there 
had been years ago. 

"I've been doing this a long 
time and even though I still 
think it’s difficult for people to 


make that initial phone call, 
once they do, they're very 
grateful they did," said Dr. 
Golub. 

The Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service partners 
with the Wilmington * School 
System and other local organi- 
zations to offer empowerment 
and mentoring programs for 
sixth and seventh graders. 

Within the last ten years, the 
agency has seen a spike in the 
demand for parenting skills 
workshops. 

"Parents are struggling with 
how to give their kids choices 
without going too far in the 
other direction where they give 
away the power to their chil- 
dren," said Dr. Golub. To help 
parents find a healthy balance, 
the agency offers various par- 
enting workshops. 

Concerned citizens estab- 
lished the Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service in 1967 to 
ensure that no one in our com- 
munity would have to struggle 
alone because they couldn't 
afford treatment. Last year,

WILMINGTON - A couple of 
would-be armed robbers were 
nabbed on Sunday morning 
thanks to the efforts of police, a 
conscientious bystander, and in 
part, to extremely poor crimi- 
nal planning. 

According to Wilmington

A groundbreaking legal technique will assist parents of children 
diagnosed with cancer

WILMINGTON - There are 
currently 21 Wilmington fami- 
lies involved in ___ the 
Massachusetts Childhood 
Cancer Study, which is attempt- 
ing to determine whether a link 
exists between the diagnoses 
and the contamination in 
Wilmington. 

For the benefit of those fami- 
lies, and others, a new neigh- 
borhood group called United 
Neighbors Invest in the Truth 
for Youth (UNITY) has recent- 
ly béen formed. UNITY meets 
to discuss shared concerns and 
experiences. 

"We have organized to seek 
the truth about our environ- 
ment and to obtain a resolution 
to the serious harm it may have 
caused," said Lee Brooks, one 
of UNITY’s organizers. "We 
are determined to get answers 
to our many questions, create a 
positive and respectful atmos- 
phere for dialog and action, 
and inform the public of the 
responsibilities we all share to 
protect our community's future 

our youth.” 

UNITY will offer support to 
parents and families whose 
children are ill. For the first 
time ever in such a situation, 
however, a 468B Trust is being 
developed to enable the fami- 
lies to remain together from a 
legal perspective. 

This innovative and ground- 
breaking legal device is being 
established on behalf of UNITY 
by Attorney Jan Schlichtmann. 

"This is the first time that

lished to recognize that the

Schlichtmann said. "This will 
enable all of the families to stay 
together legally."

A Wilmington contractor's fail- 
ure to safeguard workers against 
potentially deadly silica hazards 
during brick repointing work at 
St. John’s Preparatory School, 
Danvers, Mass, has resulted in 
$60,000 in proposed fines from the 
U.S. Labor —_ Department's 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) 

“Strong enforcement is a key 
part of OSHA's efforts to reduce 
workplace injuries and illnesses,” 
said Marthe Kent, OSHA's region- 
al administrator in Boston. “The 
significant penalty of $60,000 pro- 
posed in this case demonstrates 
our commitment to protecting the 
health and safety of America’s 
workers.” 

On Aug. 17, 2004, employees of 
NER Construction Management, 
Inc. were repointing Xavier Hall, 
a grinding operation that pro- 
duced and engulfed them in 
clouds of sili ‘ontaining brick 
dust. OSHA standards require 
that effective engineering con- 
trols, such as wet cutting saws, 
vacuum grinders or other, types 
of local exhaust ventilation first 
be used to reduce dust levels 
below permissible exposure lim- 
its. No controls were in place or 
in use at the time. 

‘Though the exposed employees 
wore respirators, those devices 
alone were insufficient protec- 
tion. The silica hazard was 
aggravated by the company’s fail- 
ure to medically evaluate all 
workers to determine if they 
could safely use respirators and 
by its failure to perform fit-test- 
ing to ensure that the respirators 
had a ‘proper seal. Silica is a 
human lung _—_ carcinogen. 


Prolonged inhalation can lead to 
silicosis, a disabling and poten- 
tially fatal scarring of the lungs 
that reduces their ability to take 
in oxygen. 

As a result of prior OSHA 
inspections, NER knew what 
safeguards were required, yet did 
not use them. Thus, OSHA has 
issued one willful citation to the 
company with $55,000 in proposed 
penalties, for the lack of engi- 
neering controls and resulting sil- 
ica overexposure and for not med- 
ically evaluating workers for 
their fitness to wear respirators. 
OSHA defines a willful violation 
as one committed with an inter- 
national disregard of, or plain 
indifference tc, the requirements 
of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act and regulations. 

NER faces an additional $5,000 
fine for a serious citation for not 
performing respirator fit testing. 
A serious violation is one where 
there is a substantial possibility 
that death or serious physical 
harm can result to an employee. 

Within 15 business days from 
receipt of its citations, NER must 
comply with them or request and 
participate in an informal confer- 
ence with the OSHA area director, 
or contest them before the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Review Commission. OSHA's 
Methuen area office conducted 
the inspection. Its telephone 
number is (617) 565-8100. 

Employers are responsible for 
providing a safe healthful work- 
place for their employees. 
OSHA's role is to assure the safe- 
ty and health of America’s work- 
ers by setting and enforcing stan- 
dards; providing training, out- 


reach and education; establishing 
partnerships; and encouraging 
continual improvements in work- 
place safety and health. For 
more information, visit 
www.osha.gov.

the river and back up again. 
Along the way, we were fasci- 
nated by the clarity and sharp- 
ness of the area around us. 

Shades of green and the col- 
ors of the rice paddies con- 
tributed to an awesome view 
from the boat. The rowers were 
friendly, and we practiced our 
Vietnamese with them guring 
our almost two hour trip. 

There were merchant boats 
following us and waiting at dif- 
ferent points along the river. 
Some offered to take pictures of 
us, others were selling food and 
beer. We bought drinks for the 
rowers. I saw, at one point, 
nationals from France, China 
and even North Korea (at least 
I think that's what I was told). 
We rowed through three dark- 
ened caves on the river, legen- 
darily created by wind and 
water. 

On the way back I asked if I 
could use the oars and do some 
rowing. After a while it did 
become tiring (making me 
wonder how they could row for 
two hours). Amusingly, as soon 
as I took the paddle, our small 
boat was turned into a mini 
souvenir shop. For the rest of 
the way back the ‘ex’-rower on 
our boat tried to sell us every- 
thing imaginable, from t-shirts, 
to postcards, table cloths and 
linens. When I became interest- 
ed in buying one item, it 
became awkward trying to hag- 
gle on the boat while I was pad- 
dling back to shore (I could not 
use the haggling strategy of 
“walking away”). 

In the end I bought some- 
thing, though not at the price I 
wanted. I considered it then not 
really a purchase but a charita- 
ble donation. 

Incidentally, later, I heard 
from a friend on another boat, 
that he was hustled out of 
100,000 dong (about 6 dollars) 
during his journey, buying all

sorts of things. He took it with 
humor. His boat moreover had 
only one person rowing because 
after half way up the river one 
of the rowers jumped out, leav- 
ing one person to have to do the 
rowing for two people sitting 
inside the bamboo ‘lined boat, 
which greatly slowed them 
down. 

Following our boating experi- 
ence in the Vietnamese unde- 
veloped countryside we were 
bused to another splendid city - 
Phat Diem. This city is consid- 
ered the pious home for the 
seven million Catholics of 
Vietnam (those who remained 
after the communist victory) 
Subsequent to the communist 
success, Vietnam was declared 
atheist and religion was 
repressed. It is still repressed 
today, but with the introduction 
of “renovation” policies certain 
religious activities have resur- 
faced with less hindrance. 
Starting in the 1980's major 
Catholic holiday celebrations 
have more often been given 
official government approval. 

Phat Diem houses a large 
cathedral which was built at 
the end of the 19th century. It 
has various structures; the 
largest is 80 meters long, 24 
meters wide and 18 meters 
high, having Gothic and 
Vietnamese architecture, and 
built exclusively out of stone. 
Unfortunately, during our visit, 
the cathedral was closed. 

We could only tour the outside 
and marvel at the sizes of the 
buildings and statues (one of 
the statues being a large 
Jesus). I wondered why this 
cathedral had remained after 
the communist victory and not 
demolished. 

Near this location there were 
additionally other small 
churches, some with a French 
character to them. 

Historically, this area had

substantial French support dur- 
ing the First Indo-China War, 
with many residents here on 
the side of the French who they 
logically saw as more tolerant 
of their religion and their way 
of life. In Graham Green's “The 
Quiet American”, Phat Diem is 
mentioned as a location of a 
massacre of Catholics, with a 
finger being pointed at the 
communist forces. 

After the short stay at the 
cathedral, we explored the sur- 
rounding city and many of its 
alleys. The city’s streets were 
much less heavy with mecha- 
nized traffic leaving a stronger 
pedestrian presence. There was 
the usual communist banner 
here and there and many more 
stray dogs. The sight of foreign- 
ers was much greatly noticed 
by onlookers, with many people 
staring and trying to say a few 
words in English to you, or 
waving by school kids wearing 
the distinct “Young Pioneer” 

There was an emerging busi- 
ness feel to the city and it also 
had a polluted water canal 
making its mark. I saw many 
residents starting to keep small 
rice fields (and I mean very 
small) in their back yards. 

By the afternoon it was time 
to leave. It was getting late. As 
we drove away from the com- 
pound we began our way back 
to Hanoi in time for dinner. 

The ride back included a mix- 
ture of playing trivia and nap- 
ping. I elected doing the for- 
mer.

He 
then asked if the clerk had any 
kids. The clerk continued to 
move away from the suspect 
and onto Main Street, where he 
flagged down a_ passing 
motorist and pointed out the 
suspect fleeing around the cor- 
ner.

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Returning state champs oust ‘Cats 


Hockey team’s 
sensational season

The Wilmington High girls 
heckey team saw their season 
come to a disappointing end on 
Sunday night when they 
dropped a tough 4-0 decision to 
defending state champion 
Westford Academy at Stoneham 

Arena. 

But the loss could not dim 
what was a sensational season 
for the Wildcats as well a sen- 
sational three year run at the 
varsity level for the seniors that 
have been with this program 
since it started 

The Wildcats, champions of 
the North Cape League, fin- 
ished their season with an over- 
all record 19-3 after the loss to 
Westford, while Westford 
improved to 14-4-4 and moved 
on to the state semi-finals to 
take on Mount St. Joseph. 

Despite the. loss, Wilmington 
coach Joe McMahon was very 
pleased with the way his team 
played against the defending 
state champions. The Wildcats 
put 28 shots on net, Grey Ghost 
junior goalie Elisa LaRoche 


was equal to the task, 
stonewalling the powerful 
Wilmington offense. 


“To tell you the truth I think 
we outplayed them,” McMahon 
said. “They've got one or two 
very good players and an out- 
standing goalie, but I thought 
we played a great game.” 

One of the very good players 
that McMahon was referring to 
for the Grey Ghost was senior 
center Lindsey Harrington who 
had a goal and three assists to 
pace the Westford offense. 
Included in her offensive output 
was the 100th goal of her high 
chool career. 

“She's a great player. I was 
very impressed,” McMahon 
said of Harrington. “She's 
quite the hockey player.” 

The Wildcats trailed just 1-0 
at the end of the first period as 
Westford’s Ali Peters scored 
with just 30 seconds remaining 


in the opening frame. It was 
still anybody’s game for much 
of the second period as well 
until Casey Souza and 
Harrington scored to make the 
score 3-0 at the end of two peri- 
ods, 

While the Wildcats certainly 
had their opportunities to 
score, LaRoche continually 
turned them away stopping 
good chances by Casey Pickett, 
Jessica Scioli, Marie Pascatore 
and Alison Powers. 

Crissy Connor scored the final 
goal of the game for the Grey 
Ghosts. 

Along with 


the offensive 
chances the Wildcats had, 
McMahon was also very 
pleased with the efforts of his 
five defensemen, Jen Corcoran, 
Kristine Barry, Bridget Griffin, 
Melissa Bianchi, _ Laurie 
Heenan and of course senior 
goalie Julie Martell, who 
turned away 30 of the 34 shots 
she faced. 

“The defense did a great job 
against a very good offensive 
team,” McMahon said. “And 
Julie had a very good game.” 

Of course no team ever wants 
to lose their final game, but 
unfortunately there can be only 
one champion. Despite not 
accomplishing the ultimate 
goal of winning a state title, 
McMahon wants his players to 
head into this off son with 
nothing but positive thoughts of 
what they have accomplished. 

Those accomplishments 
included a second straight 
North Cape League title, an 
undefeated record within the 
league this season, and a win in 
the first round of the Division 2 
tournament over Westwood. 

“The girls have everything to 
be proud of and nothing to be 
ashamed of,” McMahon said. 
“We were better than last year 
in both our record as well as 
winning a game in the tourna- 
ment this year which we could 
not do last year. They have 
nothing to hang their heads

The drive and determination 
that McMahon spoke of was 
especially evident in his six 
seniors to whom he must say 


goodbye. Kristine Barry, Jenn 
Corcoran, Julie Martell, Katie 
Martell, Kerri Porter and 


Alison Powers have been with 
McMahon and the program 
from the beginning when they 
competed at only the junior 
varsity level 

Three years ago the team 
moved up to a varsity schedule 
and the results have been 
tremendous, with two league 
titles in those three years. 
McMahon has some great play: 
ers returning for next season to 


try and continue the Wildcats 
dominance, but he knows_his 
seniors will be difficult to 


replace. 

“It was very difficult after the 
game because these were the 
original girls and they have 
come so McMahon said. 
“They have all been an absolute 
pleasure to coach and will be 
sorely missed.”

LEXINGTON - No matter

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Girls hockey team makes 


history with first tourney win

NATICK ~ The top seeded 
Wilmington High girls hockey 
team opened their quest for 
post season glory in dominat- 
ing fashion last Friday night 
with a 6-1 rout of 16th seeded 
Westwood at Natick’s West 
Suburban Arena in the first 
round of the MIAA Division 2 
North Tournament. 

The Wildcats were led by sev- 
eral impressive offensive per- 
formances, from sophomore 
Jessica Scioli who netted a hat 
trick and an assist, eighth 
grader Casey Pickett, who had 
a goal and three assists, and 
junior Katelyn Lynch, who had 
a goal and two assists. 

The win improved the 
Wildcats record on the season 
to 19-2, and allowed them to 
advance to the quarterfinals on 
Sunday night against defending 
champion Westford Academy. 
Westwood meanwhile, finished 
their season at 12-10. 

The Wilmington coaching 
staff could not have been hap- 
pier with the team’s perfor- 
mance, particularly after last 
year’s loss to Andover in the 
first round of the tournament. 

“It was better than last year, 
that’s for sure. It was great to 
get that first game out of the 
way,” assistant coach Bob 
Murphy said. “We had great 
forechecking, and played solid 
defense in our zone. They all 
did their jobs,” 

The Wildcats were locked in a 
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tight battle throughout the first 
period and needed a last 
minute goal to take a 3-1 lead at 
the first intermission. After 
that, however, Wilmington 
clearly showed why they had 
earned the number one seed as 
they dominated the final two 
periods. 

Scioli scored the game's first 
goal at the 4:40 mark on assists 
from Pickett and Lynch, but 
play remained very evenly bal- 
anced for the next few minutes 
before Wilmington senior 
Alison Powers scored an unas- 
sisted goal on a breakaway with 
a great ‘move to beat the 
Westwood goalie at the 7:31 
mark for a 2-0 Wildcat lead. 

It took Westwood just 16 sec- 
onds to pull back within one 
goal as Alison Jacobs slid one 
between the pads of Wildcat 
goalie Julie Martell. It looked 
like that’s how the period would 
end, but Scioli made the 
Wildcats a lot more comfort- 
able heading to intermission, 
tipping in a goal while cutting 
across the crease with 39 sec- 
onds left in the period. Pickett 
picked up an assist on the goal. 

As the second period began 
everyone in the arena knew 
how big the next goal would be 
for both teams. A Westwood 
goal and suddenly it would be 
anybody’s game, while a 
Wildcat goal would likely spell 
certain doom for Westwood.

Wildcats gradually began to 
control play until Pickett 
scored a spectacular goal to 
make the score 41 at the 6:54 
mark with an assist from 
senior captain Katie Martell. 

Martell hit Pickett with a per- 
fect pass between two 
Westwood defenders and 
Pickett simply outraced them 
into the Westwood end before 
making a nice move to beat the 
goalie for the three goal lead. 
Scioli completed her hat trick 
at 11:48 on a very similar goal 
to Pickett’s. Lynch hit her with 
a pass just over the red line and 
much lick Pickett she simply 
out skated her defenders before 
deaking the Westwood goalie 
for a 5-1 lead. 

“Jessica had a great game,”

About a week before the

After scoring a career high 15

Murphy, a three-sport star, is 
such a tremendous gifted ath- 
lete, who more importantly is 
just a down to earth kid who 
loves sports, loves people and 
just enjoys competing. In base- 
ball, he homered in his first 
varsity at bat last year as a 
sophomore. 

In football, he scored 17 
touchdowns as a receiver in the 
team’s first post season run 
since 1976. And in basketball, 
he plays center, despite not 
having a center type body, and 
he plays tough all the way 
around especially defensively. 
But on this night it was his 
offense. 

“The coaches kept telling me 
to shoot and shoot the ball,” 
said Murphy. “We know we can 
get the ball to Eric (Ollila) and 
Joey (Herra) and we try to do 


that as much as we can. Today 
I guess my shots were falling.” 

Among his 15 points, Murphy 
put on a show scoring his first 
ever three-pointer, while he 
also drove to the hoop for two 
points off the glass. 

“It was my first three-pointer 
of the season,” he said with a 
big smile. “I knew I didn’t have 
much time left (before the first 
half buzzer went off) so I knew 
I had to shoot it when I did. At 
first when I got the ball there 
was 11 seconds left and I was 
trying to kick it out to Herra 
but he was covered and I could- 
n't get it to him. So Joey set me 
a screen and I just let it go 
before the buzzer went off.” 

But while the focus is on his 
ability to score points, Murphy 
set the tone in the game by 
pure hustle.

“Murph was _ exceptional 
tonight,” said McCune. “He's 
been coming along and he 
needed a game like this to get 
his confidence going. He can 
shoot but he doesn’t do it 
enough and we've been telling 
him all along to shoot and 
shoot more. He played very 
well tonight.” 

After his put back in the open- 
ing seconds of the game, 
Murphy didn’t score again until 
9:32 left in the half on his 
strong drive to the basket.

The Lady Rams had taken 
their six point halftime lead 
thanks to eight points from 
Marsh and six more from 
Vacca. The game was fairly 
evenly played throughout the 
half, although the lady Rams 
did hold a seven point lead at 
16-9 after another NBA three 
from Marsh with 7:01 left in the 
half. 

But the Reggies fought back 
immediately with five straight 
points from Mercado to pull 
back within 16-14 with 4:59 left 
in the half. The Lady Rams 
held a slim three point lead at 
21-18 before hoops by Marsh 
and Vacca in the last minute 
allowed them to take their 25-19 
lead into the break. 

The Reggies not applied their 
excellent full court press for 
much of the first half, but they 
applied it with a vengeance to 
start the second half and for a 
while it had the desired effect 
for Greater Lawrence as 
Shawsheen turned the ball over 
twice in the first 30 seconds, 
and the Reggies tied the game 
at 27-27 with 12:15 left on a 
bucket by Yvon Alcantara. 

“They certainly gave us prob- 
lems with their press early in 
the half,” Barris said. “We 
knew going in that the key to 
the game would be if we could 
handle their press or not.” 

Fortunately for the Lady 
Rams, although did struggle 
somewhat with the press for 
the rest of the game, they 
adapted well enough to it to 
keep the game close through- 
out. Whilé the press had ‘its 
drawbacks for the Lady Rams 
it also had some benefits as the 
harder the Reggies pressed, the 
harder they woyld commit 
fouls, picking up two intention- 
al fouls in a span of seven sec- 
onds at one point.

Holliston improved 
their record on the season to 18- 
1-3, while the Rams ended their 
season at 

Holliston had taken a 1-0 lead 
at the 8:54 mark of the firs peri- 
od on a goal by Shawn Colbert, 
but it took Shawsheen less than 
a minute to respond with Dan 
Higgins tallying the equalizer 
on assists from Dan Roy and 
Wilmington’s Kyle Browne. 

Shawsheen took their first 
lead of the game with 1:31 left

This time it was the Rams on 
the winning side of a dramatic 
3-2 overtime win, with senior 
defenseman Bryan Dulong 
scoring the game winner, blast- 
ing a slap shot from the point 
past the Medway goalie at 5:09 
of the extra session 

Dulong’s goal came just 
moments after it looked like 
Medway might get a great scor- 
ing opportunity of their own 
Dulong’s first shot from the 
point was blocked and for a 
moment the Medway defender 
looked poised to break the 

y where he would have 
been one on one with Sanchez. 
But instead Dulong recovered 
the bouncing puck and blasted 
the game winner past the 
stunned Medway goalie.

“It wasn’t pretty. We made as 
many mistakes in one game as 
we had all year, long,” Gordon 
said. “It took a defenseman 
(Dulong) who played a perfect 
game as well as a_ goalie 
(Sanchez) who played great, 
especially for a freshman, for 
us to get out of here with a 
win.” 

Gordon's frustration stemmed 
from the Rams holding a 32-15 
advantage in shots for the 
game as well as a clear edge in 
territorial play, but being 
unable to put the Mustangs 
away. 

Shawsheen had gotten on the 
board first early in the first 
period when freshman Cory 
Bruckler rifled a slap shot past 
the Medway goalie and that is 
how the first period would end.

“Resources that directly 
affect the classroom are 
always given the highest pri- 
ority when budgets are devel- 
oped.

Tewksbury residents 
swarmed the grounds of the 
Tewksbury Public Library on 
Saturday, September 11, 2004 for 
a moving ceremony and to 
catch the first glimpse of a ren- 
dering of the memorial, 

The permanent Tewksbury 9- 
11 Memorial will be constructed 
right next to the Tewksbury 
Public Library overlooking the 
intersection of Chandler Street 
and Main Street. The free 
standing memorial is designed 
to mirror in appearance the 
existing main entrance of the 
library and will include two 
plaques honoring Gay and 
Hashem along with nearly 3,000 
“paver” bricks, each one 
inscribed with the name of a 9 
1 victim. 

“There is nothing like this in 
this area or anywhere in the 
Commonwealth as far as I 
know,” Simon said. 

The names and hometowns 
of every one of the 2,973 individ- 
uals that lost their lives on 
September 11, 2001 will be 
engraved on the bricks within 
the walkway around the 
Memorial. The bricks them- 
selves are made of the highest 
quality material, able even to

withstand vehicle traffic. Each 
brick weighs 5 pounds, measures 
4 inches by 8 inches, and is 2 1/4 
inches thick. 

The Tewksbury oll 
Memorial Committee is now 
kicking off its Commemorative 
Brick Program, which will be 
spearheaded by Tewksbury resi- 
dent, Keith Rauseo. 

“We are offering people a 
chance to sponsor these pavers 
as a way to show sympathy for 
the victims and to help fund the 
construction of the Memorial,” 
said Rauseo. “People can spon- 
sor a specific person or the 
Memorial Committee can 
choose one for them." 

The bricks are available for 
sponsorship for $50 each. 
Donors will receive a certificate 
in honor of the gift and a copy of 
the certificate will be included 
in a permanent Memory Book to 
be housed in the Tewksbury 
Public Library. The family of 
the victim will receive a letter 
informing them of the Memorial 
and of the generosity of the 
donor. 

“The laser engraving process 
actually turns the brick’s clay 
into a hardened glass that is 
impervious to weather, salt, and 
dust,” said Rauseo. “Both the 
bricks and the engraving will 
last a lifetime.” 

The brick program is off to a 
good start. Somewhere between 
180 and 190 bricks have already 
been “adopted” even before the 
official kick-off to the program. 
Interestingly enough, Ryan says 
that a significant number of 
sponsorship has come from out- 
side of Tewksbury - they have 
even received a donation recent- 
ly from Canada. 

“We've had a very good 
response from outside of 
‘Tewksbury; our Memorial has a 
strong outreach to people in all 
communities,” Ryan said. 
“Friends and families of those 
lost will want to come up to 
Tewksbury when this is done to 
see the name of their loved one 
memorialized for all time.” 

To cover the costs of con- 
struction, the Committee is look- 
ing to raise roughly $220,000. 
With $120,000 raised so far 
through individual and corpo- 
rate donations, they are off toa 
great start 

In addition to memorializing 
the names of the victims, Simon 
sees the monument also honor- 
ing the courage, strength, and 
resolve of all of the first respon- 
ders who risked their lives on 
that day 

An ideal scenario for Simon 
is a structure that will provide a 
fitting memorial, but will also 
be an uplifting tribute to the 
bravery and strength of the 
American citizens. 

“We want something long 
lasting,” —- said Simon. 
“Something that will last long 
after we're gone. Something to 
give people pause. A place 
where adults or even children 
may sit down read a plaque and 
gain some understanding of 
what happened on that day.” 

The Committee plans to 
unveil the finished Memorial 
Pavilion this year during cere- 
monies commemorating the 
fifth anniversary of the attacks.
